Capt. Phelan of Kansas City

New York, January 10.—In O' Donovan Rossa‘'s 
office at No. 12 Chambers street yesterday after- 
noon, about half past three, an attempt probably 
successful, was made to assassinate Thomas Phelan, 
superintendent of the Kansas City Work House, 
who was accused of having betrayed the secrets of 
the dynamite conspirators) The unfortunate man 
was stabbed six times with a bowie-knife, and al- 
though his condition is most precarious, Dr. Mack, 
who is in attendance, believes that he will recover. 

It appears that in an interview in the Kansas 
City Journal, published on the 20th of December 
last, Phelan gave what purported to be a? circum- 
stantial account of the dynamite attempt 
to blow up the steamship Queen, 
In his account he connected John F. Kearney of 453 
West Twenty-ninth street with this ana other mur. 
derous plots. Kearney isa special friend and inti- 
mate of O'Donovan Rossa, and the United Irishman, 
OPonovan Rossa’s paper, reprinted the article, 
Both Kearney and O'Donovan Rossa wrote to Phe 
lan tocome on to New York on important business 
and he at once started for this city. Seeking Kear- 
ney first, Phelan and that person went to the office 
of the United Irishman. Here Patrick Joyce, the ed- 
itor of the paper, was found alone, and Kearney 
and Phelan sat there and talked to him. The three 
men were very angry and talked loudly and violent- 
ly. As they were thus engaged an Irish agitator,

THE GREAT FRAUD IN ART. 

Senator SHERMAN, as chairman of the Li- 
brary Committee, has reported favorably upon 
several amendments to the civil appropriation 
bills; among them one appropriating $15,000 for 
Mrs. Fassrtr’s painting of the Electoral Com- 
mission. When this amendment reaches the 
House, we suggest that it be amended so as to 
embrace the following conditions: That before 
the picture is paid for it shall be enlarged by 
the artist in order to include the portraits of 
WIS, ANDERSON, CASANAVE and KENNER, 
the two rascally white men and two equally 
rascally negroes who constituted the Louisiana 
Returning Board, and gave, or sold, the vote 
of the State to the Republican Presidential can- 
didate. Furthermore, that the enlarged pict- 
ure shall contain, besides the full length portrait 
of the late James A. GARFIELD, who, as “‘visit- 
ing statesman,” aided and abetted the transfer 
of the Louisiana vote from TILDEN to HaYEs, 
and then accepted a seat on the Electoral Com- 
mission which ratified the fraud, a sketch of 
the Garfield National Monument as a back- 
ground. Finally, that the picture, when thus 
completed and handed over to the Govern- 
ment, shall be hung in the most conspicuous 
place in the Capitol building, there to remain 
forever. 

On these conditions, and not otherwise, the 
Democratic majority in the House may, with 
propriety, vote the $15,000 for the Fassett 
painting. It will then be an invaluable his- 
torical lesson to succeeding generations, serv- 
ing, ina different way, the same purpose as 
does the vacant panel in the Doge’s Palace at 
Venice, on which is written, Here was the 
portrait of Doge Marino Faliero, beheaded for 
crime.” 


The experience of street railway managers in 
Southern cities contradicts the theory that the 
managers of other railroads in the South are 
constrained by Southern sentiment to discrimi- 
nate against colored passengers and to refuse 
them admission to first-class cars. In all South- 
ern cities white people of all classes ride in the 
same street cars with negroes every day, and 
there is no complaint from them, no proposi- 
tion to exclude negroes or to compel them 
to ride in separate cars. We hear of no South- 
ern men or women who trudge through hot 
streets rather than ride in street cars with ne- 
groes, and there would be no falling off in 
Southern travel on account of the possibility 
of having to sit in any railroad car with a de- 
cent and well-behaved colored person. Thü 
idea that railroads in the South would suffer pe- 
euniarily if they did not give white passen- 
gers better accommodations than they give 
colored ones for the same money, is all a mis- 
take. The State laws and State Courts of Ten- 
nessee are now doing what the Civil Rights law 
and the Federal Courts utterly failed to do, by 
} punishing railroads for excluding colored peo- 
ple from the best cars, and the leading Demo 
cratic papers of Tennessee are applauding the 
punishment. The Nashville World, edited by 
a man who still suffers from wounds received 
in the Confederate service, says: 

We agree with the Memphis Avalanche in its pro- 
test against the outrage perpetrated on a colored 
clergyman of Memphis by a conductor on the Lou- 
sville ani Nashville Railroad. We ride every day 
in the street cars with colored men and women, and 
yet make no outcry. But, aside from this, when the 
railroads charge first-class fare they should furnish 
first-class cars for colored passengers. The mer- 
chant bas as much right to charge for ten yards of 


calico and force the purchaser to accept five 
yards. 


If this matter is left to the Southern people, 
the American sense of justice and fair play is 
bound to assert itself in Southern laws on the 
subject, and whatever remains of adverse 
prejudice will yield much more readily to home 
rule than to outside dictation or Federal coer- 
cion.

To persist in such a 
charge, asserting continually che ability to 
prove it, yet producing no semblance of proof, 
and adding, also without proof, the charge that 
St. Joun was by the Democrats, is an 
offense against public decency, Sr. Joux was 
for two terms Governor of Kansas, and for ten 
years the autocrat of the dominant party in 
Kansas, The liquor interests of that State and 
Missouri spent more money to defeat him, and 
would have paid him more to deprive the Pro- 
hibition movement of his faithful leadership, 
than he is now accused of asking or receiving 
from either party in the recentcampaign. Yet 
he went out of office a poor man, with nothing 
to live on but his country law practice, and is a 
poorer man to-day than any of his accusers.

SATURDAY CHAT. 


I wonper if Mark Twain, in his prosperity and 
fame, when he can fill a hall on short notice, ro- 
members the first lecture he delivered in St. Louis. 
It was a good many years ago, before Twain had 
made a national reputation. He was in St. Louis, 
having just come from California, and was scarcely 
known to any one. One day a young business man, 
who was running a mission school in the northern 
part of the city, announced to his friends that he 
was going to havea xood lecture at bis school. 
They asked who was going to lecture and he said 
Mark Twain, This was Hebrew to most of them. 
Twain had a lot of his usual style of posters printed, 
announcing the lecture and stating that a lot of 
prizes would be given, among which were ten 
smooth auger boles and others of a similar funny 
kind. The evening came and went and the young 
man's friends asked him how the lecture came off. 
“Oh, not very well,” said he, “we had bad weather 
and the people somehow wouldn't come,” 

“How much did you take in, anyhow?” 

“Only $8," was the mournful reply. Eight dol- 
lars was a bigger sum to the lecturer then than 
$800 is now. 


I was walking along one of the principal streets 
with a friend the other day when a miserable, thin- 
ly clad and hungry-looking boy passed, crying qui- 
etly but bitterly. “What's the matter my little 
fellow?” asked my friend. ‘I'm hungry,” was the 
reply. “Come right in and get something to eat.” 
said the gentleman, making straight for the first 
door that offered anything of the kind. It hap 
pened to be a beer and wine establishment where 
lunch was served. The gentleman ordered a good 
lunch to be served to the gamin, and it was done 
bountifully.

The gentleman was 
astonished to learn that the bill for the entire lay- 
out was only ten cents. He expected it to be about 
half a dollar. 


Tux food was clean, well cooked and appetizing. 
It is really surprising how cheaply one can live if it 
comes to a question of actual living. What is 
called a full dinner may be had at any price from 
ten cents to one dollar. There are five cent restau- 
rants where a wonderful amount of stuff can be 
purchased for that amount, and the man with one 
lonely nickel in his pocket is a long way from star- 
vation point. For that matter there are saloons 
where he can get his glass of beer, a slice of fine 
beef, a plate of soup and a vegetable or two added; 
that is, if he wants to work the free lunch racket. 
The truth is a man can make very little and yet 
live very comfortably, as far as food is concerned, 
if he is willing to take what he can get in the way 
he can get it. 

Tarn is a theory in existence somewhere that 
the character of a nation is determined by the 
character of its food, and thatthe differences in 
national characteristics arises from the differences 
in the food. There is no nation ot more marked 
peculiarities, as there is no nation with more dis- 
tinctive dishes. than the German. Slowly but surely 
these dishes are being foreed down American 
throats. There was a time when the American nose 
went up at an angle of forty-five degrees at sauer- 
kraut and was carefully held between thumb and 
forefinger in the neighborhood of limburger cheese, 
but now the American nose delightsin both and 
the American palate craves them. The wiener- 
wurst man does a thriving business and Americans 
relish the cheeses, sausages and other Teutonic food 
stuffs which require cultivated tastes and which in- 
dicate the possession of the true German spirit 
While Bismarck is sustaining armies, shaping vigor- 
ous foreign policies and is projecting colonization 
schemes, the German cook is carrying out a grander 
idea by invading and conquering America through 
the Yankee stomach and the Germanization of the 
American people isa matter at the near future. 
The principle of the stronger nation conquering is 
simply changed into that of the stronger dishes 
conquering. 

Ons of the aptest illustrations of the fact that 
bread cast upon the waters will return again has 
been furnished among the cases of destitution re- 
lieved by the police.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


"Tw the death of the Duchess of Somerset, which oc- 
curred not long azo, London society has lost the 
last ot a famous trio of beauties, the gifted and 
brilliant Sheridan sisters. The Duchess was known 
asthe “Queen of Beauty,” and few women have 
been found witha greater share of admiration and 
almost adoration from a circle such as that in 
which she moved. She was the life and center of it 
for years, Thé attractiveness consisted not only in 
her beauty, but in a rare combination of beauty 
and wit. She was able to keep a roomful of 
people ina roar of laughter for a whole evening. 
This wit was honestly inherited, as she was the 
daughter of Tom“ Sheridan, who was the son of 
the marriage, as the old chronicle has it, of ich- 
ard Brinsley Sheridan to the beautiful Miss Linley 
of Bath.” 

Several articles in the Nouvelle Revue on 
Vienna and the Viennese by Mme. Adam and Paul 
Vasili, which gave a very true pictureof Austrian 
Court and official life have created sensations in 
these circles. In Vienna the three chief classes of 
society are royalty, aristocracy; and all below 
them for a third general class. The aristocracy is

Ox of the human curiosities of London has just 

died of apoplexy, in the person of Henry Keith, an 
eccentric millionaire, whose mansion stands at 
Caterham, in the outskirts of the great city. 
Although rich, educated and surrounded by everv- 
thing which could make life enjoyable and desira- 
ble, this singular man has spent the last twenty 
years of his life entirely cut off from human inter- 
course, and hugging with grim satisfaction, in lone- 
liness and cold solitude, the one great sorrow of his 
life. His wife, to whom he was dévotedly attached, 
died in 1884 and after this event Mr. Keith was 
never seen outside of his house, but lived there 
alone, doing his own cooking, and being supplied 
with food byaservant living near by. The dis- 
comfort of his mode of living was discovered after 
his death, when his bed was found to bea pile of 
rags in front of an open wardrobe, in which were 
his wife's clothing and jewelry. The rich furniture 
and woodwork of the mansion were covered with 
dust and filth. 
Tur death of Elyast Bower has been announced 
from Paris. Bower was probably the oldest corre- 
gpondent of the English papers at the French Capi- 
tal, and has chronicled all of the great events which 
have occurred there in the last half century. It is 
told of htm that he reported the events of the coup 
d' etat while in London, without the knowledge of 
his chief, and when he was caught on the streets 
one day, he did not lose his presence of mind, but, 
rushing up to his chief, grasped his hand and said 
that Paris had got too hot for him, and he had just 
arrived and was on his way to the office to report. 
Bower was ge nia! in manner and the best of com- 
pany, and few who met him dreamed that he had 
acted a principal part in a terrible tragedy. He had 
a beautiful wife, and while he was busy in England 
he was apprised of the fact that she had given birth 
to achild. He rushed to Paris only to hear from 
her delirious lips that she had been untrue to him. 
As he started to leave the house he met the gentle- 
man whom she bad accused of her, and 
catching up a knife which waslying near by, he 
stabbed him to the heart. He was tried for murder 
and was acquitted, and never afterwards referred 
to the circumstances.

by natural law and tradition. He will whip her 
when he thinks she needs it, no matter what the 
consequences may be, andinsome partsof the 
island the women, however much they may dislike 
the custom, will resent any attempt onthe part of 
outsiders tointerfere with their lord's prerogative. 
How strong this feeling of mastership over wives 
is may be judged from a very curious club which is 
in existence at Bolton. In the trial of a man for 
repeatedly beating his wife evidence was adduced 
to show that there was an organization among the 
colliers, each member of which pledged himself to 
pay a quarter of the fines assessed against other 
members for indulging in the luxury of thrashing 
their wives. As it was not presumed that each 
member would gratify his taste in this direction 
very frequently, the cost, they thought, would be

The Discovery That Robert Fulton Did Not 
Invent the Steamboat.

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THE CHECK REIN. 


A Correspondent Gives the Points Against 
its Abuse—The Authorities. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 
Your correspondent, a country physician, does 
not argue direcily to the point at issue, which is 
that the abuse of the check rein is a source of great 


cruelty to the horse, and consequently should be 


prohibited. The best authorities in this country and 
Europe have written very strong!y against it. as will 
be seen by the following extracts from articles on 
the subject. 


Dr. Kitching, an eminent English authority, 
writes: It injures the horse by confining the head 
in a coustrained position whilst the beart and lungs 
are excited by ac ion; hinders the breathing and 
circulation of the blood in the bead. 

“These effects make the horse uncomfortable, 
and he becomes restless and irritable; in fact. his 
head aches and pains him, and he gets many a vio- 
lent jag and blow, just because his ariver cannot 
understand the cause of his restlessness. 

“The check-rein inflicts merge torture upon 
the anima) in another way: by holding the bead 
upwards, it puts the muscies of the neck ona con- 
—— Strain. ITbey become painfully uneasy and

The London Horse-Book says: “The check-rein 
is, in nearly every case. painful to the borse and 
useless to the driver. because it fastens the head in 
an unnatural posture; and asthe horse's shoulders 
and head fall together, can not be of any real sup- 
port in case of stumbling. That the check-rein is 
unconsistent with the action of the horse's head, is 
clearly s oon by the fact that when a horse falls, 
it always breaks. 

Dr. Chas. Crowley, veterivary 1 — of St. 
Louis, says: Tight checking with a Kimball Jack- 
son rem causes chafing of the poll. The chafed 
pou gives the animal great uneasiness, and some- 
times makes an inveterate pull-back of an other- 
“wise tractable horse. A horse will also tire much 
quicker with his head checked high, and shyinz is 
often caused by a very high check, as the animal 
cannot cet such a perfect view of an ebject as he 
would if allowed more freedom of the head.” 


Dr. 8 W. Slattery, of St. Louis, member R C.

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V. S., London. says: 

“A cotumou result of the high check- rein in the 
horse is the formation of a swelling at the back of 
the head resulting in a ‘fistuous’ wound which is 
hard to cure: in many cases incurable.

MILITARY MATTERS. 


Renewed Activity in Local Circles 
This Week, 


Needs of the Militia—The Cavalry Company 
—A Distinguished Visitor—Notes and 
Gossip. 


Preparations are being made by the officers of 
the different militia organizations, not only in this 
eity,but more particularly in the country districts,to 
secure the necessary legislation to place the militia 
on a firm basis in the future. Not only is the militia 
financially embarrassed, but the present military 
code is in such shape as to be practically use- 
less. The general feeling is that a law, modeled 
after that in force in New York State, is what is 
needed for our State. The law in this State is inop- 
erative principally from the fact that no provision 


is made for informing its mandates, Under 


this law no fines can be legally collected, and, in 
consequence, every company in the Armory has a 
delinquent account of more or less magnitude, with 
which nothing can be done. Since Col. Meier has 
taken charge of the First Regiment some radical 
reforms have been inaugurated, at least among the 


officers, and fines have been rigidly en- 
forced, but, at the same time, it is onl 

the personal pride of the officers whic 

renders the collection of 'hese “fines possible. Un- 
der Col. Meier's management and th h the 
efforts of the Citizens’ Committee the attendance at 
drills has largely improved and is now satisfactory, 
but it is doubtful if the citizens of this city will be 
able to continue their liberal sup unless 
the Legislature comes forward and makes a 
liberal appropriation for the State forces. A prop- 
osition comes from the center ofthe State which 
meets with hearty approval from alithe city com- 
mr nds. Briefly summed up it provides that the 
State shall appropriate a sufficient amount to meet 
half the expenses, at least, of the militia, the city 
and private contributions to provide the rest. Pro- 
vision shall be made fora service uniform which 
shail be worn by all treops when acting officially, 
and such amendments to be made to the existing 
code as will render it operative. The variety of 
uniforms now worn throughout the State is a cry- 
ing evil and detracts much from the troops when 
they appear together. No objection will be 
made to the wearing of handsome 
dress uniforms by 4 
independently, such as at competitive 
drills, at their own entertainment, eto, but at tue 
game time it should be remembered that the 
plainer uniforms will simplify the task of officers 
and men in rank for inspection at such competition 
drilis,and are easily replaced when worn or 
damaged. It is alsotobe hoped that the State 
will make arrangements to pay the city troops for 
the services rendered by them during the street 
car strikes some four years, ago. The amount is 
not large, and would be exceedingly useful just at 
this time. Kepeated claims have boon made for th 

money, but up to date it is still owing. . 

THE CAVALRY. 

The Cavalry Company is, without doubt, now 
on a firmer footing than any company in the Ar- 
mory building. The stables and quarters have been 
thoroughly cleaned and repai and everything 
is in first class order. The stable is now occupied 
by the horses 822 the company. and, as 
arranged, is a model of order and convenience. 
The executive board of the company held a meet- 
ing last Tuesday at the Lindell Hotel and made 
such arrangements and rules as would apply to 
the new order of things. The company now num- 
bers forty-nine active members, an. the attendance 
at drill has largely increased.
